According to ‘Al Wesson, the|
track’s director of publicity, Holly-|
park gave $11,421,348 to_charity or-|
ganizations since its appearance on
the: California scene in 1938.

" Almost a balf million was con
tributed in 1960, when the track al-
located. five charity racing days.
“This year the huge total will be|
gubstantially. increased,” Wesson|
states, “when, as in the past, five|
charity days will again be staged.
During this period all of the track’s
mutuel commigsion will go to char-
ity. In addition, Hollywood Park
will contribute all of its profits from
admissions, parking, program sales
and concessions.”

STATE APPROVES DONATIONS

Donations to various groups is|
not handled as recklessly as you or|
I would in our annual giving. The|
California Horse Racing Board ap—;
proves all allocations of funds, and|
recipients must qualify under the|
State and Federal tax regulations.
Prior to this step the park has set|
up Hollywood Turf Club Associated |
Charities, Tne., a non-profit- chari;|
table foundation which is in no way/
econnected with the Hollywood Turf|
Club, and whose trustees are prom-|
inent. leaders in civic and charitable|
activities with wide experience in|
meeting community welfare needs.

LARGE SHARE TO L.A.

The beneficiaries of these funds
fill numerous sheets of paper. If a
betting or non-betting citizen is in-
terested in the groups aided, they
have but to take a trip to the offices
of the California Horse Racing Board or the Hollywood Turf
Club Associated Charities, located at 2503 W. Manchester
Blvd., Inglewood.

Up to this year, the largest share of the $11 million
plug has gone to welfare Federation, Los Angeles Area. This
organization is a catch-all named 7 g
